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Back-to-School Report to 


Pupils and Parents

The Dansville Central Schools 
will reopen Wednesday, Sept. 9, 
with a full-day session for all 
students in grades K-12. 

Parents of students new to the 
district should register tHeir 
youngster at the appropriate 
school office between the hours of 
9 am. and Noon or 1 p.m. and 4 
p.m. Monday through Friday, as 
soon as possible. 

The following general informa- 
tion about the 1987-88 school year 
may be of interest to you: 

School Lunches: New prices are 
K-6, 70 cents, 7-12, 80 cents, milk 
and i ice cream, 25 cents. 

Buses: 

The bus routes and schedule 
have not changed from last year. 
If you need information concern- 
ing your child’s transportation to 
school please call the bus garage 
at 335-2370. Parents are urged to 
review the bus rules with their 
children. During the school year, 
parents will be notified im- 
mediately whenever there are any 
problems on the buses. e 
Parent-Student Handbooks: There 
are parent-student handbooks for 
grades K-12. All students will 
receive one on the first day of 
school. Because the handbooks are 
so important, parents are asked to 
call the school immediately if they 
do not receive one. 

New Homework Procedures: 

All teachers in grades 3-12 will 

notify students and parents in 
writing early in the year or 
semester explaining their home- 
work policies (i.e., amount, grad- 
ing, frequency, consequences for 
not completing assignments, etc.). 
Students are expected to complete 
all homework assignments on 
time. Teachers have been asked to 
notify parents of students with 
five or more incomplete homework 
assignments. If necessary, a 
parent conference will be reques- 
ted to discuss persistent 
homework problems. 
Activity Period: Parents are 
reminded of the fact that the last 
hour (ninth/activity period) of the 
school day for students in grades 
3-12 is not “after school.” This 
period is a part of the regular 
school day. If requested by a 
teacher or principal, student at- 
tendance during this last hour is 
mandatory. There are three major 
purposes for use of this last hour: 
extra help for students, which in- 
cludes makeup Work for inc- 
omplete assignments; student ac- 
tivities and clubs; and discipline 
(i.e., in-classroom detention, or in- 
school suspension). 

Students who willfully skip last 
period after being asked to report 
by a teacher or principal will have 
to spend one night in school 
detention and also make up the 
night originally missed with the 
teacher. 


Discipline Policies: 

Beginning in September, any 
Junior or Senior High School stu- 
dent who is disciplined with jin- 
school or out-of-school suspension 
on five or more separate occasions 
will be referred to the Superin- 
tendent of Schools for a suspen- 
sion hearing on te charge of ins- 
ubordination.

Drug and Alcohol Policies: 

Students possessing, selling, 
distributing, taking or using 
drugs and/or are present in school 
or school property (including 
buses) after taking or using drugs 
(including alcohol) will be suspen- 
ded with the first offense for five 
days pending a thorough inves- 
tigation. 

In cooperation with the 
Dansville Task Force on Drugs 
and Alcohol, the school district 
has also developed policies for 
helping students who are ex- 
periencing drug and alcohol 
problems not related to discipline.

Parent Survey: In order to 
strenghten communication and 
relationships between home and 
school, a parent survey will be 
conducted during the first four 
months of school this year. Your 
cooperation in completing these 
surveys will be greatly ap- 
preciated. 

Citizenship Education: The school 
district is planning to use the oc- 
casion of the Bicentennial of our 
Constitution to reaffirm the teach- 
ing of citizenship in grades K-12. 
Beginning Sept. 16, with a 
“Celebration of Citizenship” ‘and 
throughout the year, we will be 
conducting special activities 
aimed ®t helping students better 
understand the Constitution and 
democracy. These activities will 
be correlated with community 
sponsored events.

Working together, school per- 
sonnel and parents can make a 
tremendous difference in how weil 
a student does in school.
